Desi Saw a reso a riod 

Tne wires bring news of the sudden 
death of Mr. Ivory Chamberlain, in New 
York. His death was caused by a severe 
attack of pneumonia. He was sixty 
years of age, and was one of the oldest 
of New York journalists. Mr. Chamber- 
lain was not widely or well known, but 
still he held at the time of his death the 
very ‘highest place in American journal- 
ism. lle was known and acknowledged 
among real newspaper men as the first 
leader writer in this country. From ' is 
pen came the strong and polished politi- 
cal articles in the Herald, every one of 
which covered the subject treated, leav- 
ing very little room for either doubt or 
further elucidation. His knowledge was 
unbounded, and his style superb. A 
great writer, a great leader and moulder 
of opinion was he—and yet how tew of 
the multitude had heard of him?

If the International cotton exhibition 
is to be held in Atlanta, our citizens wil! 
have to subscribe the ‘sum of thirty-five 
thousand dollars. This much is settled, 
and these are the terms upon which the 
exposition will be located here. The 
prospects are that this money will be 
returned to the subscribers with interest. 
Ifthe exhibitien is held in Atlanta it 
will be a success, and if it is not held in 
Atlanta, some other community will reap 
the vast local benefits which accompany 
such enterprises. The project has 
already attracted the attention of all en- 
gaged in the manufacture of mill ma- 
chinery or otherwise engaged in the 
cotton business, and from the opening of 
the exposition to its close, the city will 
be thronged with visitors who will 
be attracted by the opportunity never 
before afforded, of seeing every element 
of the cotton industry, from the growth of 
the plant to the stamping of prints, gath. 
ered together almost under one _ roof- 
Planters, business men, manufacturers, 
machinists, inventors, both in this coun- 
try and in Furope, will gather at the ex- 
hibition to compare notes and witness 
results. 

As a general thing, the citizens of At- 
lanta seem disposed to look upon the en- 
terprise as a sort of local enterprise, sim- 
ilar to acounty fair; whereas the business 
men of the north see clearly that it 
is easentially a national and _in- 
ternational project, as important 
and as attractive in many respects as the 
centennial ex position. 

So faras Atlanta is concerned, it is a 
mere matter of business. No city in the 
south has ever before had such an oppor- 
tunity to enlarge its busine sconnections, 
display its advantages, and add to its 
reputation. No investment that could 
be suggested toa business man is safer 
than the subscription which Atlanta is 
called upon to make. Now, then, what 
are our citizens going to do about it? The 
thirty-five thonsand dollars must be 
forthcoming. 

Vanderbilt asa , Political © Keonomint. 

A correspondent, alluding to our com- 
ments on Mr. Vanderbilt's remark that 
“capital makes labor,” suggests that we 
are flying in the fave of political econo- 
my; but this isa mistake. Our position 
is simply this, that labor is now, and has 
always been, self-cuvporting, and that 
this fact constitutes the trae dignity of 
labor. The political economists do not 
say with Mr. Vanderbilt that “capital 
“:nakes labor;” political economists may 
be mistaken, bat they are not ignoram- 
uses. What the political economists do 
say is that labor is regulated by the funds 
which are to employ it, and in- 
creases or diminishes with the in- 
crease and dimunition of labor; in other 
words, that capital is a wage-fund 


-ates it; the political economists go no 


the political economists are merely mis- 


taken. 
How very much mistaken they are | 
with respect to the relations between 
labor and capital, it has remained for the | 
common sense of an American to demon- | 
strate, and if our correspondent will pro- 
eure a copy of Mr. Henry George 8 work 
on “Progress and Poverty,”’ he will sub- 
ject his mind to what appears to be a 
much-needed illumination. 

During the financial discussion of 1877,

A Fiatter Among the Magnates. 
The general movement among the peo- 
ple to protect themselves against the ag- 
gressions of corporate monopolies, has 
aroused the railroad men from the digni- 
fied, not to say disdainful apathy with 
which they have heretofore regarded the 
discussion that has been going on, with 
occasional intermissions, for several 
years, so that now the metropolitan 
newspapers are full of the special pleas 
and sophistries of those who are inter- 
ested in perpetuating the present system, 
which permits the lawless robbery of the 
people. It is not difficult for newspaper 
men to understand that the recent pub- 
lication of the views of Jay Gould 
and Vanderbilt in the New York 
Herald was the result of what is 
technically known as procured inter- 
views; that is to say, these magnates in- 
timated to the Herald that they had 
something to say on matters of public 
importance, and, in each instance, a re- 
porter was dispatched to catch the echo 
of their remarks. Mr. H. J. Jewett 
deems the situation iateresting enough 
to call for a letter over his ownsignature, 
while Mr. Albert Fink, who is disinter- 
ested enough to have the interest of all 
the great railroad corporations at heart, 
is somewhat vociferous in his communi- 
cations to the press; and his enthusiasm 
in this business is so preposterous that 
he has even ventured to invite Judge 
Jeremiah 8S. Black to a discussion of the 
question. 

The most interesting feature of all these 
publications is the curious fact that Mr. 
Jewett, Mr. Gould, Mr. Vanaerbilt and 
Mr. Fink all assume that the government 
has no right to control the corporations, 
and that the corporations, so far as rights 
are concerned are upon an equal footing 
with the people. This would be amus- 
ing ifit were not portentious. It shows 
beyond all question the tendency and 
drift of railroad management, and demon- 
strates much more forcibly than any ar- 
gument the absolute necessity that exists 
for restraining the corporations. 

Both Mr. Jewett and Mr. Fink declare 
that the “‘pool”’ is not destructive of com- 
petition, whereat the people may well 
ask what in the name of common sense 
the poolis for. Willeither of these logi- 
cal gentlemen tell us? Our.own opinion 
is that when aman becomes interested 
in defending the railroads, he proceeds 
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simply a herd of wild asses. Mr Fink 
says the pool is merely to prevent 
an indiscriminate cutting of 
rates which, if persisted in, 
would ruin the railroads and 
result in injury to the public. This defi- 
nition of the pool is plausible and inge- 
nious—plausible because it is partly true, 
and ingenious because it is only partly 
true. The primary object of the pool, 
bluntly stated, is to prevent the robbery 
of stockholaers by the unbusinesslike 
methods of irresponsible manages. The 
pool is the commission which the rail- 
roads have established for their own pro- 
tection; but when it is proposed to es- 
tablish a commission to prevent indis- 
criminate charges and exactions—to pre- 
vent indiscriminate robbery of the peo- 
ple by the same irresponsible managers 
—immediately there is a great outcry on 
the part of the “‘poolers.’ 

Now, every person who is engaged in 
shipping freights over the railroad lines 
knows that the pool is destructive of com- 
petition. It was torthis that the pool 
was established. Is there any competi- 
tion between the Georgia and Central 
roads as to which line freights from the 
southwest to New York, or from New 
York to the sonthwest, shall pass over? 
There was atime when there was a tre- 
mendous struggle between these roads 
for this freight, but the pool bas put an 
end toall that. There is no competition 
between the two lines, for when the 
earnings are pooled the managers of each 
road know that they will get a reasonable 
share of the profits arising from carrying 
the freight at non-competitive prices— 
even though it should happen that one 
of the roads should fail to haul a 
pound thereof. Abolish this pooling 
arrangement and immediately there 
would follow what the railroad manazers 
are pleased to term a ruinous cutting of 
rates—unless, indeed, the aforesaid man- 
agers should conclude to manage their 
lines according to business methods. 

But it is useless for Mr. Fink or anybody 
else to pretend that the pool is not de- 
structive of competition; for if it fails in 
that it fails in everything. In Georgia, 
however, the people have a pooling ar- 
rangement of their own in the shape of 
a commission, and the next step is to in- 
stitute a federal commission for the pur- 
pose of regulating the great lin s that lap 
over state boundaries. Mr. Jewett thints 
this would be centralism; but far better
